protest mainly the involvement of U, SS.) in a 
‘Cambodian situation, He made available a 
-mimeographed letter and an article taken from 

the "Stevens Point Journal," dated June 2, 1970. 


He further advised that the group has to 
this date been very peaceful and that no violence 
has occurred in connection with any of their - 
meetings. 


In view of the above, it is recommended 
that a 100-Dead file be opened on the above and 
the above-mentioned items placed in the file, 

: No further investigation is recommended at 
this time and in event that the organization becomes 
more active and violent prone, the case should be 
re-opened,

and objectives appear to have 
been largely misinterpreted and 
must be clarified, 

Our first and most immediate 
objective is to unite high school 
students to enable  self-educa- 
tion and community action. Self- 
education entails an end to ap- 
_athy. We hope to make students 
aware and interested in issues 
from community to internation- 
al importance. In this respect, 
we believe we will supplement 
the academic education we re- 
ceive and better prepare stu- 

idents to become responsible cit- 
izens. We also feel that students 
and the community should be 
aware of the. ways in which is- 
‘sues such as political oppres- 
sifn, the war in Indochina, rayb- 
isjn and others affect all of our 
lives, 

' Another objective is to itn- 
prove the educational system. 
This is logically one of our 
‘most important objectives since 
it has the most direct influence 
on us, This point was more fully 
‘elaborated upon in the first is- 


sue of our newspaper. Basically, | 


we want to shift the emphasis 
of the school system to a learn- 
ing experience rather than a 
diploma factory. . 

When the coalition was born 
in February—two months be- 
fore the ROTC demonstrations 
in Stevens Point—the concept of 
a student newspaper seemed to 
'be an effective means of working 
‘toward our objectives. Admitted- 
‘ly our journalistic talents are 
not polished or professional, and 
we are aware of the shortcom- 
ings of our first issue. Some 
writers in the paper did “rant 
and rave,’ but one must ask; 
how much interest would have 
been generated had they not?- 

Much criticism has been rais- 
.ed. over the headlines, ‘‘Sub- 
vert Your Local High School— 
Show 'em, What For,’’ and sev- 
eral cartoons. We can only say, 
that in the heated emotionalism 
of the moment, it appears that 
many people did not recognize

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_ Also. aniticized was-ine—Tigh 
' Schaol Bill of Rights. These 
Yights which “by some myster- 
lous grace belong to the stu- 
dents’”” are nothing more than 
the fundamentals of the United 
States Constitution and Bill of 
Rights applied to our circum- 
stances. As human beings and 
Americans we have been led to 
believe by “outside sources” 
that we too come under the 
jurisdiction of the Constitution 
and Bill of Rights. 

In keeping with the Bill of 
Rights the coalition newspaper 
is an open means of freedom 
of speech and expression of 
ideas. Any responsible journal- 
ism, regardless of politics, will 
be accepted and printed, 

The members of the coalition 
have been called “high school 
radicals.’’ The coalition is and. 
always: has been an open or- 
‘ganization. Political imbalance 
in the coalition is due in part 
of the fact that many channels 
of communication open to most 
groups are closed to us in the 
schools, For example, announce- 
ments over public address sys- 
tems and permission to pass out 
Traflets have been denied fh 
fome schools.
